Addressing an eneray seminar Mr St. John eald that tn 1979 Barbados of! import 
bill atood at UB $23.6 milllon (hde647.2 million) and for 1980 provisional 
figures indicated a coat of US692,3 million (8de$64.6 million), 


tie aaid thet with imported crude from 928 744 barrele in 1979 to GOR 977 Laat 
year, the figures “reflect a volume increase of 4.3 per cent during the pertod 
1979-80, an compared to an inerease of 32.2 per cent in the coset over the same 
period,” 


Mr St. John sald the Goverament has been undertaking an in-depth atudy of the 
country's energy-sector over the past few years, and will continue to do ao, 
We aided that ao far some progress hae been made in terme of both convent tonal 
and alternative forma of energy, ae well ae energy sanagement. 


He eald that Government expected the fuil results of geological and geophysical 
studies of the taland's petroleum potential by the middle of thie year, The 
studies are being carried out by the Mobil O01) Company which te aleo conducting 
oll exploration tn Barbados, 


The Mintater aaid the Inter-American Development Bank and the United Nat tons 
Development Programme (UNDP) had given Barbados valuable assistance to monitor 
local petroleum ectivittes,

This dectaton te the result of the awareness of the finite nature of of) and gee 
supplies and the growing importance of the role that alternative energy sources 
must play in harbados' future eneray eupply,. 


This approach to the energy problem wae highlighted by Miniater of Trade, Tourtem 
and Industry, Mr Bernard St, John ae he delivered the welcome address at the Wind 
tneray Seminar yeaterday at the Government Conference Centre, Wildey, The seminar 
which continues until Thureaday te being eponsored by the Latin America nergy 
Organteation (OLADE) and the Cartbbean Meteorological Inetituce (OMT), 


Mr St. John, outlining the seriousness of the energy problem for developing coun 
tries, emphasioed the significance of developing alternative energy technologios, 


The Minteter etated that Government has been proceeding with ite plane to make use 
of solar energy for apace cooling, electricity, and water heating in three of 

ite new complexes, ie noted that it wae gratifying that the local solar water 
heater manufacturing induatry continued to grow and expand while intereat in the 
uae of thie equipment continued to increase within the tourtem and household 
eectore, 


Mr St John sald that interest in the use of wind as 4 source of energy was not 
new to Berbados and that 1980 had seen a revival of local interest in the uae of 
wind power, He sald there had aleo been several offers by foreign consultants to 
provide services with reapect to the generation of electricity for the national 
arid by meane of large-ecale wind turbines, 


The Minteter said that the high coat of wind energy eq) ent continued to be a 
constraint while various problems needed to be solved » regard to the use of 
large machines, “However,” he eaid, “there ie @ role o° wind energy in the 
country's future energy scene,” 


He aaid that Barbados ta now seeking grant asestetance from an international fund- 
ing agency to implement a project tavelving the use of a 50 kilowatt machine, 

The objectives of thie programme would be to gain experience in the Inetallation, 
mirntenance and operation of wind turbines and in the problems involved in feeding 
wind generated electricity into the national arid, 


Mr St, John stated that this experience, coupled with further research on wind 
regimes in the area, might well result in a decision to use wind power on a 
large scale for the production of electricity. 


He noted that guch attention wae etill focussed on ofl and gas activitios and that 
drilling operations continued in Woodbourne field. We said that the full resulte 
of an offehore and onshore geological and geophysical atudy of the taland's petrol- 
eum potential would be available by the middle of thie year. 


Mr St. John said that it wae generally accepted that the Caribbean area has an 
abundant source of solar and wind energy.

BILLION DOLLAR HYDRORLECTRIC PROJECT TO BRGIN IN 1982

[Text) The feasibility atudies on the proposed Blue Mountain multi-purpose hydro 
power echeme have been completed and construction, eatimated to coat $1 billion, 
ie expected to atart in 1982, 


Detallea of the studies were outlined Friday by Swedish consultants SWECO Ab of 
Stockholm, Sweden, at a presentation function at the Jamaica Public Service Audi 
torlium in New Kingston, 


The project, deacribed as the largest investment to be undertaken by Government, 
ie to be constructed in three phases to provide domestic water, supply, power 
generation and irrigation water to the Yallahe Basin, the St. Catherine Plains, 
and the Kingston Metropolitan region, 


Conatruction of phase one ta expected to begin in 1982 and completed in 1986, |) 
inc ludes a hydro-electric power plant which will supply an average of 15 million 
gallons of domeatic water daily. 


Further etudies will have to be done on phases two and three, the consul tants 
advined, 


It wae pointed out that because ecological impacts will be encountered on the 
project, corrective measures will have to be taken to deal with the problema, Sowe 
of these are flooding of poultry farma in the area; reduction of flow in the 
Yallahe River during dry pertodsa; landslides and the possible deatruction of 
vegetation and wildlife, 


Speaking at the opening of the presentation, Minteter of State in the Mintatry 
of Mintng and Pnergy, Haat! Buck told the gathering of local engineers and 
Government offictale that the importance of thie project in all three arean wan 
vital to the process of nat tonal-bul lding. 


He said that there wan optimiam in the echeme, which is expected to solve the 
water problem by the year 2025, and help minimise the country's dependency on 
imported oll,

GASOLINE SUPPLY TO REMAIN AT 1980 LEVEL, DEALERS TOLD 
Kingston THE DAILY GLEANER in English 27 Jan 81 p 12 


(Text) Supplies of gasolene will not be increased this year, the Minister of 
State in the “iniatry of Mining, the Hon, Basil Buck said Sunday. 


Mr Buck addressing the annual convention of the Jamaica Gasolene Retailers’ 
Association (JGRA) at the Mallard Beach Hyatt Hotel in Ocho Rios, St. Ann said 
that as part of an overall conservation programme the “net availability" of some 
petroleum products, particularly gasolene, cannot be increased this year. 


He said chat the government would be embarking on schemes to assist industry to 
"retrofit" and become more energy efficient. The government will also offer 
incentives as far as possible to achieve even greater success in the national 
energy conservation drive. 


"We know that a growing economy will need to use additional energy. We, as a 
government, are committed to generating that growth. However, cooperation on 
energy conservation from all sectors of the economy must be realised if real 
growth is to be achieved," Mr Buck said. 


He said that the 1980 conservation programme had been successful in terms of its 
overall goal, which was to Conserve on the use of oil to fit with a net foreign 
exchange budget of U.S. $276 million. The final figures for 1980 indicated that 
only U.S. $255 million was actually spent on oil. 


He said that a few members of the petrol distribution trade have, through a lack 
of sensitivity to the national welfare, consistently violated all the laws and 
agreements reached in assisting the conservation programme. 


He appealed to those dealers in the national interest, to observe the rules par- 
ticularly those relating to che established hours for sale of petrol and selling 
on Wednesday and Sundays, and warned that if the necessary cooperation was not 
forthcoming, the government would have no choice but to bring the full force of 
the law to bear on those opening illegally or change the law to make it more 
effective. 


Mr Buck also dealt with the matter of short deliveries of petrol. He said that 
an agreement had been reached between che oil-marketing companies and the dealers 
and the problem was being examined, towards reaching a satisfactory arrangement 
within che next few weeks. 








He said that the government was working on an energy bill, an it wae conce ved 
about the inadequacy of the various laws under which hie Minteatry now operated 
ite energy programme, 


He waid that atudies are alao being conducted to include a package of incen: 
tives for energy consumera in the domestic and induetrial/commercial sectors 
who make real efforts to conserve energy, by retrofitting and useing alterna 
tive sources of energy to oil for example, 


Mr Buck also announced that recommendatione for an increase in the profit mar: 
gin on petrol granted to the dealera made by a team of accountants appolated 
by the previous government, had been accepted and that new margine with a 
formula for automatic adjuatmente would be announced soon,

Air fares for all airlines operating out of Jamaica are set by the Air Trane- 
port Licenaing Board, the atatement eaid, and each year B.W.1.A. apportiona a 
quota of excursion farea which are offered for group travel, and to atudente 
and young people under 21 yeare, 


According to B.W.1.A., the 1980 quota of these euch fares were exhausted in 
November, “thus forcing the airline to return to normal air fares for both 
firat-claee and economy travel,”

[Text] Prime Minister and Minister of Finance, Mr Tom Adama, has agreed to in- 
crease the Barbados Development Bank's loans to amall business from $50 000 to

Mr Adame told the Bank's fifth public general meeting at Dover Convention Centre 
yeaterday that the new limits will apply as soon aa the relevant order was amended, 


The BDB's chairman, Mr David Seale, said that the bank hoped to see the indus- 
trial component of ite portfolio tnereasing more rapidly than that of tourtem, 


He said this was not intended to suggest that the tourlat sector would be neglected, 
but rather that the mix would change with more of the projects being of the ancil- 
lary type. He said that this would make for a deepening of the sector. 


"I wish to stress that thie emphasis given to industry ia not intended to deni-

He added that the BDA believed that touriem and agriculture must coxtinue to 
make their substantial contribution both in their own right and aa essential 
linkages for the development of a transformed industrial sector.

And Gilles will continue as shop steward of the Barbados Workers’ Union Division 
at the Company. 


Minteter of Labour, Senator Don Blackman, held a marathon meeting with officials 
of the Barbados Telephone Company, and the Barbados Workers’ Union (BWU) on 
Thureday night, and afterwards it wae confirmed that Giles had got back hia job. 


The three aides met again at the Labour Department, National Insurance Building, 
fridgetown, for eight houra yesterday, in what was to be the last in a series 

of talks held eimultaneously between the three parties in the last 6 hours to 
try to end the diapute, 


However, one outstanding matter ia etill to be resolved. This concerns full 
payment of wages and salaries for employees who walked off the job in support of 
Giles and who had been carrying out a 24-hour picket of the company's Windsor 
Lodge complex atnce midnight on January 8 and until the talka came to an end 
yeaterday, 


The BW said tt would be fighting “tooth and nail” to have the workers who were 
on strike compensated, 


At the conclusion of yeaterday's talke, BWU General Secretary, Mr Frank Walcott, 
told reportera: ‘We are very glad that we have come to the end of a long day, 
and the moat important thing is that Mr Giles has been reinatated.” 


Mr Walcott hoped that those who had been campaigning against the Union during 
the dispute atating that the BWU was wrong, have come to realise what tndustrial 
relations mean in this country. 





“Thie has been a good day for the workers of thie country,” the WU chief sald, 
Ne added that at last employera have come to realiae that if a worker wae right

Mr Waleott said the BWU and workers had made this country what it wae, and he added

those damages," 


The BWU wae alao paying the workers, while they were on atrike, money equivalent 
to thetr tndividual pay at work, 


Mr Walcott said that a principle accepted Ww the company was that workers who 
return to work will not be viet imiaed, 


It wae aleo agreed that the notice board at a company was a place of privilege 


and therefore persons should not be disciplined for posting atatementa on a board 
that wae privileged, 


At the same time the HSU made ite position clear that, while it believed the 
notice board waa a privileged area, it does not condone any personal abuse, 


(Giles' employers said they had diamissed him for posting a “scurrilous” attack 
on management of the company's ataff notice board), 


Mr Walcott castigated the print media for the atand it took during the dispute, 
saying that when one read newspaper comments one would believe that one waa in 
the heart of Africa.

Senator Blackman said the programme was being undertaken with a view to tmprov- 
ing the capabilities of the factory inapectora within the Labour Mintatry. 


Senator Blackman said that the BWU-Telephone Company dispute served the purpose 
of educating a large segment of the Barbadian public about the importance of 
industrial relations,

erinary services the 45 cents per pound paid by the Pine Hill Dairy is no longer 
able to experience a reasonable return for the farmers, 


The 45 cente has been seen as a disincentive to future milk production, 


In ite overview of the year 1980, the BAS said that pig marketing had emerged 
from the “mire and clay" of uncertainty and inetability it wae in 1976-1977 to 
a more firm foundation of planned production and marketing in 1980, 


"Ae farmere continue to increase production they too wish that local processors, 
including those at Fontabelle will be called upon to use the local pork trimmings 
#0 a8 to support the local industry,” the BAS said, 


Poultry farmere have started the new year with a new price--$1,.47 per pound live- 
but the BAS think they however, have a problem, Processors have informed growers 
of broiler chickens that they will pay no more than $1.32 and $1.36 per pound, 
The BAS hoped that the authorities who agreed on the price of $1.47 would impress 
upon the processors to give to the farmers what they deserve, 


The Soctety urged that the export market for sheep this year must be on a regular 
basia if sheep farmers were to be encouraged to continue to keep quality sheep, 
These sheep are noted for their breed rather than for their meat and slaughtering 
them is "not what our farmera would appreciate," the BAS said,

Another problem associated with it te that tt needs «a lot of rainfall or a lot 
of water through irrigation, In addition to thie, production ta very low during 
the dry season, which te when the animale’ need ia moet, and thie in apite of 
irrigation eyatem, 


Narbadow ta therefore concerned about finding a grass which te high in nutritive 
value, even under low rainfall conditions, and which ta at the same time realatant 
to diseases, Through local research, two auch grasses have been identified, 


lhe Coaatal Hermuda Grase, related to Devil Grass; and the Giant African Star 
Grass have been found to be of very high nutritive value, very palatable to 

the antmala, and production remaine high during the dry season, They aleo stand 
up well to diseases, and the Miniatry of Agriculture ta making them avatiable to 
farmere free of coat, 


in addition, two others have been brought in from Auatraita, tuffel and 

hombuat! are two very drought reatatant varieties, widely used in the tropical 
parte of Auatralla, They yleld very heavily and have an accepted nutritive value, 
However, the Mintatry continues to stress the value of Elephant Grasse and other 
Improved strains to emall farmers, 


Mr Quintyne aaid that grass should make up a major part of the diet of ruminants 
like cows and sheep, if profits are to be miximised, Pasture is relatively cheap 
he said and their value can be improved by the introduction of legumes into the 
diet. las published) 


Legumes, which are part of the beans family, are now being screened by the 
Agricultural Department, and special attention ts being paid to certain atraing 
which originally came from this region, but which have been developed in Aus- 
tralia, Sinatro and Glycine are the two of those receiving sapectal attention, 


in addition, the use of local Rabbit Vine, Blue Pea or Blue Vine ae it ta some 
times called, and River Tamarind are being etressed, Mr Quintyne said that the 
Kiver Tamarind is being hailed as the wonder plant of the future, because of tts

Varmere are now being atronaly advised to plant these in their pastures,

GDP UP 15,4 PERCENT, INCOME ALSO INCREASES, IN 1979-80

[Text] Bermuda's Gross Domestic Product rose 15.4 percent during 1979-80 to 
reach $598.4 million, a Government report has revealed, 


G.D.P. calculations are regarded as an effective measurement of a country's 
economic well-being and the latest figure places the Island within the world's 
top ten wealthiest states on a per capita basis. 


The figure emerges from The Economic Structure and National Accounts of Bermuda 
1975 to 1980--a atatiatical analysis which was tabled in the House of Assembly on 
Friday by the Premier, the Hon, David Gibbons. 


It shows, for the first time, an estimate of the Country's spending on domestic- 
ally produced goods and services which indicates a real growth of 6.6 percent for 
the 12 monthe ended March 31, 1980, with an average growth of 4 percent over the 
last four yeare. 


Total income, during 1979-80, was estimated to have increased from $438.9 million 
to $510.3 million--a rise of 16.2 percent--while employment income during the 
same period grew 15.5 percent to $374.1 million. Consumer spending rose to $424.7 
million--a gain of 13.5 percent--but in volume terms remained almost unchanged, 
reflecting the effects of inflation on consumer buying power. 


In fact, spending on electricity and petroleum products rose nearly 35 percent 
but was more than accounted for by price increases and implies a significant 
reduction in energy consumption. 


But deapite higher fuel and power costs, consumers increased by more than 20 per- 
cent their expenditures abroad and on air transport. Spending overseas rose 
from $19 million to $23.1 million while air fares accounted for outlays of $14.6 
million, up from $12.3 million. 


By comparison, there was relatively low growth of consumer spending on personal 
and financial services, clothing, and food and beverages. 














The 72=page report provides additional evidence that 1979-80 wae a good year for

[Excerpta] Edward Seaga, prime minieter of Jamaica, is today “the man of the 
Caribbean,” Hie electoral triumph thie past 31 October not only showed that the 
leland had turned to a moderate or centrist policy, it also coloured the geo- 
political map of the area, 


Venezuela, perhaps underatanding the present position, has intensified her inter- 
eat in Jamaica over the past two months. 


At least three high-level missions have been to the island and several government 
officlale are here exploring areas of cooperation different from the petroleum 
facilities which have been already granted. 


O. Well, you know that no one gives something for nothing, don't you think so? 


SEAGA: Well (smile). I don't like to say so. The government of Venezuela has 
been most kind, offering us credits and energy aid which we have accepted, but we 
do not think that by accepting it we are tied to any commitment to that country. 
These are the normal relations between countries that can export capital and coun- 
tries in an inferior economic position. 


Q. What has Venezuela offered you? 


SEAGA: Venezuela offered financial facilities and petroleum supplies, which is 

an important package and we are discussing with them specific investments in which 
we think Venezuela could be interested. For years, also, Venezuela has granted a 
series of funds for various kinds of projects. So that the petroleum facilitiu: 
are not the firet aid that Venezuela has given Jamaica. 


No commitment 


Q. Thies Venezuelan energy assistance has also not involved a political commit- 
ment? 








SEAGA: Definitely, no, 

Q. The Venesuelan government has guaranteed it? 
SEAGA: Definitely, 

Q. What are your domeatic priorities? 


SEAGA: Unemployment is the number one priority, But preceding all the other 
problema such as unemployment, ia that of restoring our economy, Without doing 
that we cannot solve the other problema, To reatore the economy we have to 
Close some gapa which were opened by the past government in our financial bud- 
get. A gap of 3 million United States dollars in our past budget and a similar 
sum in Jamaican dollara in our fiscal budget, We have to close these gaps for 
the normal functioning of government and to provide basic essential goods and 
services for the economy, 


Without closing these gape the impact of the fall will be such that we will not be 
able to begin the takeoff. We ran out of food, replacement parts, basic goods such 
ae medicines and the government cannot operate in the districts because in effect 
it has no money, The result would be disaster, which we have already suffered in 
the past for years. We have to locate sources of additional income and additional 
foreign exchange to close these gape and so that we may function normally during 
the course of the year, 


Employment 


When he begin to function normally investment in mining, in energy and other types 
of public and private programmes will come. [As published] Here is where employ- 
ment is generated, To reach these investments and create jobs we must overcome the 
obstacles which impede the proper functioning of the government. 


Q. How co you see the present situation in the Carribean? 


SFAGA: The Caribbean is, in my opinion, one of the most important areas in today's 
world.

Imports in U.5. currency for the period January to July, 1980, were $603.5 
@illion, while total exporte were $533.6 million. The adverse trade balance 
stood at $69.9 million. Corresponding figures for 1979 were imports, $544.1 
million and totel exports, $461.0 million, with the balance being $63.1 million, 


Imports for July, 1980, atood at $189.5 million, which wae $34.8 million or 22.5% 
above the June value of $154.7 million. The section "Mineral Fuels, Lubricants and 
Related Materials,” which wae $37.8 million in June and $89.0 million in July, 

wae mainly responsible for thie increase. 


Total exporte were valued at $162.7 million, which represents an increase of $8.5 
million or 5.5% above the June value, 


Between June and July, imports fromother Caribbean countries and the Latin Ameri- 
can Common Market showed marked increases while the fall in exporta to the 
Furopean Common Market was more than counter balanced by the increased exports 
to North America.

TROUBLES AT JBC DERPEN WITH NEWS DEPARTMENT DISMISSALS

{Text} The Interim Board of Directora of the Jamaica Broadcasting Corporation, 
yeaterday diamiased 16 temporary and freelance workers, and eaid it was "seriously 
considering” closing the News Department and rebuilding it from scratch, 


Yesterday's diemiasals brought to 20 the number of employees eo far dismiased by 
the Interim Board which ie carrying out a restructuring exercise it said was 
aimed at making the Corporation viable, 


Among the lateat diamissals were television continuity announcera Hope Thewell, 
Alison Holness and Donna Haynes and television news editor, Patrick Smikle. 
The 16 employees were handed lettera informing them of their dismissal yesterday. 


The dismissals were followed by a letter from the Board to the Corporation in 
which it said that it was not satisfied with the handling of the news over the 
past month and cited several examples of news items deacribed as inaccurate, 


The Board said it was dissatisfied with the news coverage of the General Echo 
shooting; the shooting of Roy McGann and the slandering of then Opposition 
Leader Edward Seaga, among other news items. It said that based on the unsatis- 
factory handling of editorial reaponeibility, it wae seriously considering 
Closing the News Department and rebuilding it from scratch. 


If the News Department ia closed, it would be the second Department to be closed 
since the restructuring move began. Last week the Board scrapped the Current 
Affaire Department, dismissing ite head of section, Mr John Maxwell, Mr Tony 
Bogues, Producer of the call-in programme "Public Eye," Mr Brian Meeks one-time 
hoat of the television programme, "Sunday Report” and transferring a fourth 
worker. 


The National Workers’ Union which represents workere including Mr Meeks and 
Mr Bogues has deacribed their dismissal as “a clear case of political victimiza- 
tion” and a breach of their collective labour agreement with the Corporation. 


Both the management of the Corporation and the NW met yesterday at the Ministry 
of Labour to discuss the lesue, but the meeting ended without agreement.

FORTY PERCENT INCREASE IN NONTRADITIONAL RXPORTA PREDICTED

[Text] Prospects are excellent for an increase of aa much as 40 percent in non- 
traditional exports during 198l--providing exporter needs for raw materiale and 
foreign exchange can be met--according to the Jamaica Exporters’ Assoc lation, 


Thia concluaton has been arrived at by the association following a atudy of 
figures obtained in a survey of exporters conducted over the past fortnight, 

The increase will follow two successive yeara of improved performance figures for 
thie sector, deapite the many problema faced due to the country's strained eco- 
nomic circumatances, 


Commenting on the situation, Mr Prakash Vaswani, president of the J,..A, said 
that in 1979 exporta for the non-traditional sector had totalled U8$129 million 
(J$230,4 million). According to preliminary figures for 1980, export performance 
last year in thie sector climbed to U.8.$160 million (/$286 million), an increase 
of 24 percent, 


"A detailed survey of exporters in the non-traditional sector conducted over the 
past two weeks shows that performance during 19861 can be expected to reach a 
total of some U.5,.$200 million($J357.6 million) or an increase of 40 percent, 


"Thie presumes that exporters will be given the toole necessary to perform, that 
raw materiale, apare parte, needed machinery, and such foreign exchange an in 
necessary can be made available," Mr Vaewani said, 


Thie increased performance would mean the creation of an additional 3,600 jobs 
in the non-trad{ tonal export sector; and, if expected facilities were provided, 
the target was “completely realiatic" and could be comfortably achieved, he added, 


Mr Vaswani said it wae interesting that the 24 percent improvement in performance 
in 1980 over 1979 wae achieved in the face of serious problems, such aa violence 

in the community, drying up of credit facilities, serious raw material shortages, 
and inauffictent foreign exchange to meet exporter needs,

In other sugar news, Rennie Mohammed, head negotiator for Caroni Limited on 
Friday said that the company had increased ite offer of a 32 per cent earnings 
increase to the two unions representing sugar cane farmers and employees of the 
company to 60 per cent for a three-year industrial wage agreement. 


The all Trinidad Sugar and General Workers Trade Union, and the taland-wide

1980 CITRUS CROP CALLED BEST IN FIVE YEARS

[Text] The 1979-80 citrue crop production has recorded a substantial increase 
in deliveries to the processing factoriea--1,117,488 boxes, compared to 711,778 
boxes in 1978-79, an increase of approximately 55 percent, 


Addressing the annual general meeting of the Citrus Growers Association, at the 
George Lyle Educational Centre in Kingeton on Tuesday, the Chairman of the 
Association, Mr ivan Tomlinson, said last year's production was the highest of 
the previous five years, 


However, Mr Tomlinaon said, though thie performance wae encouraging, it should 
be recalled that it wae still substantially below the 1961-66 period when the 
production varied between 1.5 million and 1,8 million boxes, 


He said while there had been no organised quantity survey of local consumption 

of citrus fruite in Jamaica, but a rough estimate suggested that about 60 per- 
cent of sweet orange, 40 percent of ortanique, 20 percent of early grapefruit, and 
and 60 percent of sweet seeded grapefruit, were consumed locally, 


Based on thie assumption total production of citrus has been estimated at 
2,103,300 boxes, 


He said that although prices of all varieties of citrus had been increased 
recently, there wae atill a large difference between what was supplied to the 
factories and what waa sold on the local (consumera') market, 


Mr Tomlinson said that some of the problema encountered by the industry over the 
year in review were: poor rainfall distribution in the main growing areas; low 
aupply and high prices of critically needed inpute; tnadequate tranaportation; 
praedial larceny; and general neglect of many orchards, 


U.K. Market 


During the year, he said, aix shipments of grapefruit went to the United Kingdom 
market. There was a record amount of ortaniques exported~-118,206 boxes, compared 
to 59,103 boxes the year before. However, a trial shipment of fresh oranges 
resulted in a financial loss, 








Mr Tomlinson @eaid that last year it wae anticipated that 2,155 acres of new 
citrus would have been established, However, only 717 acres were planted, 
about one-third of the original target, 


He said a recent survey indicated that about 5,000 acres of citrus telandewide, 
needed resuscitation, To date about 1,000 acres had been treated, 


During the period under review, the Bog Walk plant processed 625,219 boxes of 
citrus of all varieties, and packed 65,028 boxes for export, Some of the 
problema encountered were in the area of tranaportation from field to factory, 
and the poor quality of fruit received, especially eweet orange, 


He appealed to the Association's branches and individual farmera to pay particu- 
lar attention to the maturity of fruite offered to the factory,

No official explanation has come from the French to justify their behaviour, but 
ita known that in recent times a number of St, Luciana have been deported for 
Lllegal entry in to Martinique, 


This wae not the reason given, however, when French authorities slapped reatric~ 
tions on St, Luctana entering the French colontes, 


One year ago, French Ambassador to St. Lucta Rene de Chotseul-Praslin, announced 
that would-be immigrants had to leave a deposit of EC$2 500 at the airport, and 
had to possena a letter of recommendation from their employer and confirmation of 
a place of reatdence, 


Although a viaa ayatem waa introduced for St, Luctans and Dominicana towarda the 
end of last year those reatrictiona have not been eased, 


The miniater told Parliament that the visa syatem wae posing problema and could

The OFWTU and Federation Chemicals have been at loggerheads since last month 
following a breakdown in negotiations for a three-year agreement covering wages, 
a penaion plan and safety amenities for the company's 425 hourly and weekly 
rated workers, 


Major grouse of the company is the 50 per cent wage increase demanded by the 
union for the workers. Company officials claimed that the first-year payments, 
a request of 25 per cent already would exceed TT$8 million and that the company 
could not afford that much money. 


The workers are calling on government to nationalise the company, a demand they 
said they would be pressing even if the wages being sought are agreed on. 


In other industrial news workers at the Trinidad and Tobago Electric Company

8 ateady decline. Hetween 1972 and 1980 milk received at the Neatle factory at 
Valaayn which utilises 75 per cent of the milk produced in the country, fell 

from a high of 4,885 gallons a day to 2,906 last year. This compares with the 
current national need of approximately 12,000 gallons per day, according to dairy 
experts, Over the last ten years milk production peaked at 1,763,076 in 1972 but 
laat year'a intake of milk wae 1,060,801 gallons. The delince wan triggered by 
the drought tn the early seventies which according to farwera has shown that 
factory produced concentrates awl nutrients are only supportive of grass grown 
on farm.

The Chief Mintater, Mr Saunders, ta one of those being challenged, The others 
are Walter Cox, Providenctales, and Alvary Butterfield, North Catcoa, 


Mr Skippinga claima his lawyers, headed by lawyer Cecil Wallace Whitfield, have 
a clear-cut case without any technicalities tovolved, 


"According to the Conattitutton, they were not qualified to have been nominated, 
hence they should not have been returned,” said Mr Skippinga. 


He said it has been argued that hie party filed the petitions too late, but 
pointed out that it was done within the law--seven days after the returna from 
the electiona had been made,
